REPORT  OF  JOINT  COMMITTEE. 


The  joint  committee  on  tlie  Library  beg  leave  to  report  that  they 
have  examined  the  accounts  and  vouchers  of  the  Librarian  for  the 
year  1845,  and  find  that  the  appropriation  of  $500,  foi  the  aug- 
mentation of  the  Library,  haa  been  ftiirly  and  judiciously  dis- 
bursed. 

They  have  also,  examined  his  vouchers  for  the  purchase  of 
stationery  for  the  use  of  the  several  departments,  and  find  them  to 
be  conect,  and  have  signed  an  order  in  the  usual  form,  directing 
the  payment  thereof  by  the  committee  on  Claims. 

The  report  of  the  Librarian  containing  some  suggestions  deem- 
ed worthy  of  consideration,  the  committee  have  thought  it  expetli- 
ent,  to  present  it  to  the  two  Houses,  and  recommend  that  it  be 
printed  for  the  information  of  the  members.

The  several  resolutions  prescribing  specific  dutieu  have  been 
complied  with  except  those  of  1841,  No.  11,  and  1843,  No.  53, 
which  relate  to  the  distribution  of  "surplus  books"  among  foreign 
nations. 

Hitherto  t!ie  committee  on  the  liibrary  have  not,  as  those  reso- 
lutions require,  designated  the  "surplus  books"  to  be  thus  distribu- 
ted, and  hence  so  far,  they  remain  unexecuted. 

The  catalogue  of  the  Library  was  piinted  in  1S27,  since  which 
time,  the  number  of  books  on  the  shelves  has  been  very  largely 
augmented, — upwards  of  five  thousand  volumes.  The  attention 
of  the  committee  is  invited  to  the  expediency  of  having  a  new 
one  published. 

The  Library  has  been  increased  during  the  year,  by  the  addition 
of  five  humh'ed  and  sixty-four  volumes. 

Ac  donations  during  the  year,  there  were  received  from  the 
General  Government,  the  large  edition  of  Capt.  Charles  Wilkes" 


narrative  of  ihe  exploring  expedition,  comprising  six  large  and 
beaiuifnl  volumes,  and  from  the  Slate  of  IS'ew  York,  the  Natural 
History  of  that  State  in  10  splendid  volumes,  with  a  geological 
map.
